NEW RULES ADOPTED 



World Court Advocate, W. 

Curtis Bok, Speaks in Boro 

"It is not the idiots, not (he luna- 
tics that favor the entry of the Unit- 
ed States into the World Court, but 
the ex-service men, the Bar, the wom- 
en, labor, farmers and the press,' 
said W. Curtis Bok, Philadelphia at- 
torney and resident of Bryn Mawr. 
in an address before the James C. 
Simpson Men's Association a t the 
Narberth Baptist Church on Tuesday 
night. 

An exposition of the Court's organ- 
ization and method of operation was 
given by Mr. Bok, together with an 
analysis of its record since its forma- 
tion in 1921.' It has decided 37 cases, 
he said, on which there has been no 
question or objection raised. 

"I can't see how American sover- 
eignty would be jeopardized," he said, 
"by the entry of the United States 
into the Court. It 'doesn't involve 
joining the League of Nations and we 
can't be taken into Court without our 
consent."

Complaint that Main Line gas bills 
are higher because the quality of gas 
is lower was made at the Bala-Cyn- 
wyd Neighborhood Club's meeting held 
in the Cynwyd Fire Hall Tuesday 
night. 

The gas company, like everyone 
else, declared Chairman Henry J. 
Kite, of the club's public service com- 
mittee, has been compelled to retrench 
and possibly its equipment is not in 
the best of condition. This would 
account for a flow of less than 550 
British Thermal Units of gas per cu- 
bic foot, leading to greater use of gas 
in the home in order to offset the 
alleged diminished quality. 

Some members of the club produced 
gas bills showing a great increase in 
cost for recent months over corre- 
sponding periods of previous years- 
A complaint is being made with the 
utility company, in the interest of all 
Main Line consumers. 

Speakers at the meeting were M. P. 
Burlingame, president of the Main 
Line Kiwanis Club, and S. E. Downs, 
superintendent of Lower Merion Pub- 
lic Schools. Music was furnished by 
the Bala-Cynwyd M. E. Church, 
whose assistant minister, Rev. Her- 
bert R. Howells, entertained with sev- 
eral baritone solos. 

Mr. Burlingame's brief address 
concerned his Kiwanis Club, to whose 
meetings Tuesday evenings at White- 
hall, Haverford, he invited his audi- 
ence. The Main Line club, he said, 
has for members leading business men 
— and their chief competitors — in the 
communities from Narberth to Paoli. 
Kiwanis' chief care is for under-priv- 
ileged children; the Main Line club 
has given special attention and aid 
to a boys' camp. 

Mr. Downs' address was a glowing, 
interesting, comprehensive tale of the 
life and achievements of Benjamin 
Franklin, the first (American. He 
praised the coming Franklin Memo- 
rial, 20th street and the Parkway, 
as a fitting tribute to Philadelphia's 
philosopher - inventor - printer - 
statesman - patriot.

Charles V. Noel, Mrs. Louise V. 
Cockrill and Mrs. Maud K. Reevs 
were re-elected to their County Com- 
mittee places by 3-to-l majorities, 
and the County Organization carried 
Narberth handsomely all along the 
line. That, in brief, is the local story 
of last Tuesday's Primary, but it has 
added an entirely new chapter to Nar- 
berth's political history and undoubt- 
edly will have an important bearing 
on future campaigns. 

While the local Republicans were 
not lacking in interest in the contests 
which were waged for the more con- 
spicous places on the ballot, it actual- 
ly was the fight for the Committee 
places which drew Narberth voters 
to the polls in unusually large num- 
bers, and the decisive manner in 
which they recorded themselves should 
discourage factionalism in Narberth 
for a long time in the future. 

In the Republican Primary last 
fall, Fred Walzer, running for sher- 
iff, received 3(58 votes in the First Dis- 
trict and 498 votes in the Second Dis- 
trict, as against 65 votes for the Or- 
ganization candidate for sheriff in the 
First District and 73 votes for the 
Organization candidate in the Second 
District. It was on the basis of that 
showing that J. J. Cabrey, leader of 
that faction, had developed the argu- 
ment that "We are the majority and, 
therefore, we should control the Com- 
mittee." It did seem to be a plausi- 
ble assumption and, on the basis of 
it, three citizens, Arthur L. Cooke, 
Mrs. Maud Miller and Mrs. Louise 
| Town, were persuaded to run for the 
| Committee in opposition to Mr. Noel, 
I Mrs. Cockrill and Mrs. Reevs. 

The campaign, as it developed, 
however, quickly assumed a question 
of Party loyalty and especially of loy- 
alty to the Johnson organization in 
the County. It was revealed by the 
outcome that the Republicans of Nar- 
berth have no feeling of hostility to- 
ward Mr. Johnson. The voters were 
confronted by an entirely different 
set of circumstances than was the 
case when Mr. Walzer was running 
lor sheriff last Fall, and naturally 
they have recorded themselves differ- 
ently. 

Mr. Cooke, Mrs. Miller and Mrs. 
Town were, in themselves, good citi- 
zens and good candidates. The per- 
sonal loyalty of their friends was 
conspicuous throughout the campaign 
and, at the close, each of them re- 
vealed that spirit of being a good los- 
er, which Americans always admire. 
Mr. Cooke was very prompt in going 
to Mr. Noel and congratulating him 
on his victory. Mr. Noel remarked 
later, "I want to be sure to have it 
in the paper that Art Cooke is a 
mighty good sport and the way he 
came up and congratulated me on 
winning was fine. He is the kind of 
a man we want to see taking a more 
active and prominent part in public 
affairs." Mrs. Reevs revealed that Mrs. 
Town called her on the telephone and 
said, "I want to congratulate you on 
your handsome victory and, in saying 
so, I am expressing not only my per- 
sonal sentiments, but those of the 
Walzer organization." Similarly, Mrs. 
Miller expressed her sincere senti- 
ments to Mrs. Cockrill. 

Congratulations to the winning can- 
didates were also extended by Fred 
Walzer. "I wish to heartily congratu- 
late the successful candidates," he 
said, yesterday, "and to commend both 
sides for the fine vote given the Or- 
ganization." 

These incidents are recorded here 
because they are desirable symptoms 
of the fact that the cleavage in local 
Republican ranks which this Primary 
contest naturally developed, are in the

Now Let Factionalism Cease! 

The Narberth Republicans have 
definitely recorded themselves in 
i'avor of the County Organization. 
They have done so decisively. They 
have recorded that 3-to-l prefer- 
ence after a campaign in which 
loyalty to the Organization was the 
principal issue. 

This is a highly desirable out- 
come so far as the interests of the 
community are concerned, because 
it was, of course, obvious that the 
Xarberth Republicans could never 
unseat the County Organization. 
They always unseated themselves 
when they voted against the Or- 
ganization. They have repeatedly 
indicated their overwhelming sup- 
port for local men who have run 
against the Organization, but in 
doing so they have been unable 
either to elect those candidates or 
to advance any discernible party 
or community interest whatsoever. 

In the long run, this independ- 
ent voting has developed for Nar- 
berth a reputation oil being un- 
stable and disloyal so far as the 
upper reaches of the party are con- 
cerned. 

It is epiite generally known that 
a prominent local man, who was 
in every respect well qnalitied to 
fill an important Federal office, 
was recently an applicant for ap- 
pointment to that office. It is said 
that he had the endorsement of a 
member of President Hoover's 
Cabinet, and that the President 
himself would have regarded that 
appointment with favorable per- 
sonal interest if it had come before 
him. It was necessary, however, 
that the appointment should be 
endorsed by the Republican party 
authorities in this State, and they 
were unable to grant that endorse- 
ment because the Narberth appli- 
cant had been so definitely aligned 
with what seemed to them to be 
disloyalty to the party. 

This incident is mentioned here 
merely to emphasize that the peo 
pie of Narberth and their distin 
guished fellow-citizens accomplish 
ed nothing by their independence, 
and they are now both deprived 
of the distinction of a meritorious 
appointment. In effect, they had 
read themselves out of the party 
without knowing it. 

The Narberth Republicans very 
definitely read themselves into the 
party in the primary of last Tues- 
day. This is indicated by the fact 
that they gave Mr. Peters a total 
of 621 votes for the Legislature, 
against Lou Young, a local man, 
who received only 550, but who has 
in the past carried the Borough 
handsomely as an independent. AVe 
are inclined to agree with the com- 
ment which Walter Cowiu made 
in his published letter last week. 
He said that there were much more 
important matters which the po- 
litical leaders of the Borough 
might be concerned about ; but, at 
the same time, we did recognize the 
necessity of the fight for the com- 
mittee places, and we are gratified 
by the outcome if it means the end 
of factionalism. 

It was at no time our opinion 
that Mr. Noel, Mrs. Cockrill and 
Mrs. Reevs deserved to be driven 
out of office because they had sup- 
ported the Johnson ticket in the 
primary campaign last fall. If 
they were at that time guilty of 
taking sides in a primary fight in 
a way that is contrary to correct 
committee practice, then Mr. 
Schroeder and Mrs. Griswold, as 
members of the same committee, 
were guilty of an equal impro- 
priety when they supported the 
independent candidates in the 



same primary contest. What is 
sauce for the gander is also sauce 
for the goose. 

Fortunately, the statements 
which we have been able to obtain 
from both sides in the committee 
contest appear to indicate that the 
breach between the two groups is 
already in the process of healing. 
That is as it should be. They were 
all friends before they were pri- 
mary foes. It should be possible 
for them to come together again 
because of the strength of commu- 
nity ties which should bind all of 
them together. There appears to 
be no disposition among the win- 
ners to capitalize their success at 
the expense of the losers, and it 
docs not seem likely, in view of an 
overwhelming defeat, that the so- 
called independent faction will de- 
sire to try it again. 

There is one other interesting 
conclusion which can clearly be 
drawn from the vote of last Tues- 
day's primary. That is that Nar- 
berth is overwhelming! j' wet in 
sentiment. This is indicated by 
the 700 votes which went to Sena- 
tor Davis, compared with the 458 
which (leneral Butler received. 
The 14 votes given to -Mr. Adams 
can properly be added to the wet 
side, making the total recorded wet 
vote 804. These were, of course, 
Republican votes only, but there is 
no reason to assume that the addi- 
tion ol! Ihe Borough Democrats 
would in any way change the pro- 
portional division between wet and 
dry. The chances arc, of course, 
that the Democrats would contrib- 
ute more to the wet side than to 
the dew

Thirst 

Why any one should want to leave 
the Main Line while spring is heiv 
would be difficult to explain except to 
a natural vagrant. Richard Hovey, 
a great and authoritative vagabond, 
has recorded: 

I am fevered with the sunset, 
I am fretful with the bay, 

For the wander-thirst is on me 
And my soul is in Cathay. 

There's a schooner in the offing, 
With her topsails shot with fire, 

And my heart has gone aboard her 
For the islands of desire. 

I must forth again tomorrow! 

With the sunset I must be 
Hull down on the trail of rapture 

In the wonder of the sea. 

It was such an impulse as that, if 
you understand it, which caused The 
Vagrant last week to seek the sea. 
He glimpsed it merely, but he saw 
masts and spars, great globe trotting 
steamers, and he caught the salty 
odor of it. Also he met Pierre Tetre- 
ault and was by him conducted to a 
French - speaking speak-easy. Pierre 
no doubt would have understood 
Hovey's "wander-thirst," but another 
and more pressing thirst was filling 
his mind at the moment. 

Enforcement 

It is not Pierre's thirst that merits 
mention here, but there is some sig- 
nificance in the ease with which he 
was able to slake it in surroundings 
exclusively designed to appeal to peo- 
ple of his own race. The place was 
crowded. It was necessary to wait 
15 minutes before a table was avail- 
able, a period which could have been 
seriously passed at the open bar had 
not that too been so pro-emptied, prin- 
cipally by unescorted women, that it 
was hardly possible to get a toe-hold 
on the friendly rail. Everyone was 
speaking French. The menus were 
printed completely in that language 
and not in the modified forms of it, 
which are common in swanky places. 
So far have we come along the road 
of prohibition "enforcement" that it 
is no longer a matter of finding a 
place where liquor is sold, but the 
competition in selling it is so great 
that specialized speak-easies now 
abound. At one time people would 
flock to the place where liquor could 
be obtained and with that available 
would tolerate poor food. Not so now. 
An excellent French chef had pre- 
pared and seasoned the delicious lunch 
which was served to Pierre and The 
Vagrant. And of the hundreds of 
diners and drinkers there not one 
seemed to be even remotely aware 
that a serious violation of the Federal 
Constitution was being not only tol- 
erated, but aided and supported by 
all of them.

Narcissi multiply so rapidly that 
after atout four years it is necessary 
to divide the clumps and replant the 
bulbs in roomier quarters. After 
flowering is a good time to do this. 
The bulbs, with all of their tops, may 
be planted in permanent locations; 
or they may be "heeled in" to ripen 
their foliage for the summer and re- 
planted in October. And don't forget 
to mark their names — or descriptions. 

■f 
Houstonia coerulea, or bluette, does 
well in shade as a ground cover in 
moist, woodsy soil — quite acid. The 
variety serpyllifolia, from the South, 
is even more satisfactory than the 
taller one. Either will do well if the 
soil is fairly moist; the flowers are 
blue in shade and last for a long time. 

/ 

The white flowers, in May, of sedum 
ternatum are welcome in the shady 
garden, as this Southern variety does 
quite well in the woodland. Not as 
rampageous as the exotic sedums, 
ternatum makes a most satisfactory 
"filler" between other plants. 

i 
It is sometimes difficult to under- 
stand why folks will struggle for 
years in a fruitless effort to garden 
on a sloping bank, trying to grow 
grass where it don't belong and other- 
wise cussing green growing things. 
One, or two, or three dry walls — stone 
walls with soil plants — built to stand 
up without cement. The stone for 
such walls should be weathered, if 
such stones are available. The stones 
should be set in such a manner that 
their weight will hold them solidly. 
One way to accomplish this is to 
"ramp" the wall back about four 
inches to the foot — or build it so that 
the top is farther back than the base. 
The soil should be good loam, not 
clayey and not sandy. The plants 
are dwarf -growing herbaceous peren- 
nials, commonly known as rock plants 
or "rockery" plants. On levels, be- 
tween the walls, above or below, there 
is room for beds or borders of bulbs 
and perennials. Such walls may be 
built in sunny situations or shady 
ones, the plants to be selected for 
such conditions. 

i 
There is a dry wall above a drive 
in an old garden in Rose Valley where 
euonymus kewensis is "doing its 
stuff" beautifully. A flat mat of 
evergreen is kewensis, and it is not 
subject to scale as are so many va- 
rieties of its kin. Also known as 
euonymus minimus. 

■f 

Paved terraces are another garden 
feature seldom seen and too seldom 
enjoyed. Not cement-set stones, but 
stones laid on cinders and sand, with 
just enough soil for roots of thymes, 
arenarias and "Johnny-jump-ups." 

i 
Take a look at last year's dahlia 
clumps. If the eyes are showing, they 
may be divided now for forcing to 
make cuttings; otherwise hold them 
back if they are sound and solid, 
hoping that the eyes will show a little 
later. Any time in June is a good 
time to set out dahlia tubers; July 
1st is not too late.

Bank Mortgage Report

It was my 
understanding that the property was 
sold at Sheriff Sale in 1930 and that 
the deed was issued to no one inas- 
much as the sale was never complet- 
ed. The property was listed under 
your name for the Bank's conveni- 
ence, as interest payments were made 
by your office."

Totaling 121, Quarantined

process of healing and because it is 
highly desirable that they should be 
permanently healed. The voters have 
recorded their will land have now 
turned their attention to other af- 
fairs, but the practical interests of 
the Party and of the community re- 
main to be served constantly.

"Narberth is definitely lined up 
with the Organization, no doubt about 
it, and with Mr. Johnson taking a 
firm stand in behalf of Prohibition 
reform, I see no reason, from a com- 
munity standpoint, why it should not 
be. It is up to those delegated to 
see to it that the town secures the 
consideration which is its duo and tliu 
representation henceforth will un- 
questionably be more alert as a con- 
sequence of the fracas which has just 
occurred." 

The winning candidates have all 
requested Our Town to express for 
them their feeling of appreciation to 
the voters who endorsed them so posi- 
tively, and to say that they will re- 
gard those endorsements most seri- 
ously and will endeavor faithfully, in 
all respects, to discharge the duties 
which this election has imposed on 
them. They desire that all of the lie- 
publicans in Narberth shall feel that 
each of them is individually charged 
with the necessity of serving the in- 
terests of the individual members of 
the Party in Narberth, insofar as that 
can be achieved, and they each hope 
that all the citizens will not hesitate 
to get in touch with any one of them 
at any time. 

Mr. Noel, Mrs. Reevs and Mrs. 
Cockrill also desire to make an espe- 
cial expression of their thanks and 
great personal obligation to the large 
number of citizens who worked long 
and faithfully for them during a 
strenuous campaign, and who showed 
a sense of personal devotion to the 
cause beyond that which the candi- 
dates, themselves, felt that they per- 
sonally could have expected.

Young won only' his home district, the 
Third, and that by the narrow margin 
of eleven votes, 109 to 98. 

A wet sentiment of almost two to 
one was indicated in the vote for 
United States Senator. James J. Dav- 
is polled 790 votes to 458 for Smedley 
D. Butler and 14 for Adams.
